A Financial Crisis? 


Demands for additional services from 
state government are now hitting the 
headlines from every side. And a good 
case can be made for most of the 
requests. 

Certainly the University System and 
its various units need more money. The 
Board of Regents has requested that 
appropriations be doubled. The state’s 
public school system is continuing to grow 
by leaps and bounds. Teacher pay raises 
are an immediate problem. 

The State Highway Department could 
use more funds. The condition of some of 
the roads are deplorable—as we have 
been pointing out here. An accelerated 
road-building program is a matter of ex- 
treme urgency. 


The State Patrol needs to be ex- 
panded and made more adequate to do 
its job of policing the highways. The 
state prison system is overcrowded ‘and 
becoming more so. 

There fre many other aspects of state 
government where problems of growth— 
paralleling the general growth of the 
state at large—have caught up with us. 
In spite of all the advances made by the 
outgoing administration, services are once 
moré being outdistanced by growth. 

It will be interesting to see how the 
new administration meets the situation. 


Gov.-Elect Griffin, Lt. Gov.-Elect Ernest ~ 


Vandiver and House Speaker- Designate 
Marvin Moate have called a pre-session 
conference of the Legislature for Dec. 
16-17 to discuss this and other problems. 
They frankly admit that finances will be 
the toughest of them all. 


“I’m afraid we will be a few million 
dollars short,” Mr. Moate said, pointing 
out that Gov.-Elect Griffin ran on a plat- 
form of no tax increases. He added that 
the problem will be to get more money 
without raising taxes. 


That, indeed, will be a problem. 
Granting that additional revenue will ac- 
crue from general economic growth, it 
will not run into “a few millions” in the 
immediate future. 


‘ Should the rural road-building au- 
thority project be approved, $7,000,000 
more state funds would be required to fi- 
nance it. Federal aid for highways is be- 
ing increased, too, so progress should be 
possible in a stepped-up highway pro- 
gram. This, too, will require additional 
state funds for matching purposes. 

But even should the highway problem 
be ameliorated, there dre still the de- 
mands from the schools, the university 
system, the prison system and others. It 
is indeed difficult to maintain a status 
quo in services when the state insists on 
continuing to grow and its governmental 
problems increase along with it. 

It does indeed look as though the ma- 
jor problem facing the new administra- 
tion will be that of meeting the demands 
for additional services without any in- 
creases in taxes. It will take a lot of 
economies in unnecessary services and a 
lot of fiscal wizardry to do. the job. 


Sen. George Exhibits 
His Usual Wisdom 


Sen. Walter George has-added to the 
Knowland-Dulles controvers_ that ele- 
ment which we have come to expect from 
him on any issue—that of common sense. 

The senator from California, William 
Knowland, is in an impossible position 
even though, for the moment, the Chinese 
Reds have brought emotion and anger to 
his side. The senator cannot be too com- 
fortable in the company he keeps. 

Sen. George has said that to follow the 
Knowland plan, and break off all rela- 
tions with the Russians and to take strong 
War measures, such as a naval boycott, 
against the Chinese, would endanger the 
lives of the American prisoners and bring 
us to war. He is rjght. 

The lives of ‘the American prisoners 
have best chance of being saved if we 
ean, through the assistance of other na- 
tions, mobilize world opinion against the 
Chinese barbarity and violation of inter- 
national law.

Fluoridation Gets Okay 
At U.S. Navy Bases 


The ‘United States Navy believes in 
fluoridation of water supplies as a deter- 
rent to dental decay. among children of 
sailors. “Full speed ahead” is the word 
on fluoridation at chief naval bases. 

Furthermore, the Navy thinks one part 
of fluoride to one million parts of water 
will help the midshipmen at Annapolis 
to better teeth. Fluoridation is “in the 
process” at the Naval Academy. 

Capt. Frank M. Kyes, chief dental of- 
ficer at the Academy, so reported in a 
speech to the Louisville (Ky.) District 
Dental Society. Louisville has been add- 
ing fluoride since 1951. 

Capt. Kyes said graduates must leave 
Annapolis as “perfect dental machines.” 

It’s not that the Navy intends to bite 
the enemy. It’s that naval officers and 
sailors serve where little or no dental 
treatment is available. _ 

Things aboard are not shipshape if 
the captain is below with an awful tooth- 
ache arising from a cavity which could 
have been prevented in childhood or early 
adulthood. The Navy likes to see all 
hands on deck. The Navy sees fluoridation 
as a valid means toward that end.

People in Automobiles 
Are at Their Frailest 


Along with the 1955 models come sug- 
gestions from the medical profession 
concerning the car of the future. It may 
not be beautiful but it might be safer. 

At a recent meeting of the American 
College of Surgeons there was a sym- 
posium on the prevention of auto injuries. 
It was generally agreed that more people 
would live longer if designers would work 
as hard over safety factors as they do 
over streamlining. 

The suggestions included: Seat belts 
for passengers, as in planes. Seats fixed 
more firmly to the car frame. Doors that 
won't fly open. Steering columns that 
would yield to, rather than impale the 
human form. Thick foam rubber on the 
dashboard, and the removal of all project- 
ing fixtures from dashboard and wind- 
shield. Finally, the front of the car would 
be made of something to help absorb the 
shock of collision. 

The symposium heard that people.in 
cars were about as secure as a china cup 
in an empty barrel. The human body can 
take terrific punishment if properly 
braced, but as a free flying form it is 
vulnerable to injury. 

Safety experts have wor ked for years 
trying to reduce accidents by improving 
the humans who driye automobiles. This 
looks like an impossible task. Perhaps the 
time has come to abandon the theory of 
the perfectibility of man and get busy on 
making automobiles as foolproof as 
possible.

The Atlanta Community Chest’s 
budget committee will hold a 
series of meetings here Dec. 6-8 
to trim 1955 budgets of the Red 
Feather agencies by $105,000. 

Reductions are necessary be- 
causes this year’s Chest drive 
fell short of its $1,833,545 goal by 
that amount, officials explained. 

‘Tt’s a tough job and one we 
don’t relish,”’ George S. Craft, 
chairman of the 40-man budget 
committee, declared. ‘Before 
we recommended the Community 
Chest fund-raising drive goal our 
committee had carefully studied 
each agency’s costs. 

“At that time we had already 
reduced agency requests by 
$146,547 and recommended what 
we believed was the minimum 
amount of money needed to con- 
tinue vitial Red Feather services 
to children, old folks, the sick and 
the handicapped in Fulton an 
DeKalb counties. To cut an addi- 
tional $105,000 will definitely cur- 
tail many of these needed 
services.”’ 

Craft said the budget commit- 
tee ‘‘will try to make the fairest 
possible adjustments, both for the 
community and for individual 
agencies.’ 

Final allocations of the budget 
committee are subject to approv- 
al of the Chest’s board of direc- 
tors. The board will meet at 
12:30 p.m. Dec. 15 at the First 
National Bank.

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“State Gets $16,837,181 in Month; 
5-Month Tax Take Tops Last Year 


The State of Georgia’s revenue collections for the month 
of November totaled $16,837,181 and reflected a gain of 
$277.573 over November, 1953, Revenue Commissioner 
Charles D. Redwine disclosed Tuesday. 

Redwine pointed out, however, that the necessity of re- 
funding $15,194,150 in intangible taxes during the month 
actually resulted in a $409,058 decline from the November, 
1953 collections of $15,837,181. 

The commissioner said collections for the first five 
months of the current fiscal year have totaled $81,454,750 
for an increase of $29,793 over the corresponding period of 
a@ year ago. 

Redwine’s figures for November, 1954, showed sales 
taxes up $90,493 over the same month a year ago. Gasoline 
taxes increased by $47,628. All other tax collections recorded 
gains except beer taxes which showed a $7,000 decline.

Children Growing Sott

In our country, where we have the best food in the world, 
it is taken for granted that American school children could 


pass minimum muscular fitness tests with flying colors. 


Actual 


tests indicate we have a muscular deficiency. American children 
are bigger, due to better nutrition, but they are muscularly 


weaker than European children. 


Muscular fitness tests were 
conducted at George Washington 
University under the auspices of

fessor of clinical medicine and 
rehabilitation, New York Uni- 
versity, and Mrs. Ruth P.

In- 
vited to cover the. story, I 
promptly enrolled for the two- 
day special clinic and partici- 
pated in the testing of children 
from two schools in Alexandria, 
Virginia. 
TEST RESULTS 

Of the 236 children tested, 43.2 
per cent failed one or more of 
the tests. Their-ages ranged 
from 8 to 13 years. On the East- 
ern seaboard, where 4,500 chil- 
dren were given this test, 56.6 
failed at least one test and 16.4 
per cent failed two or more of 
the six tests. Now for compari- 
son: Of 3,000 similar age groups 
in Italy, Austria and Switzer- 


* land, only 8 per cent failed one 


or more of the tests, and 0.3 per 
cent failed two or more. 

The Kraus-Weber-Hirschland 
studies found one major differ- 
ence between the two groups of 
children. 

European children, having no 
free use of cars, buses or me- 
chanical aids, walk everywhere. 

Also they depend on active 
sports for recreation, rather than 
seeking their entertainment pas- 
sively slumped around TV sets: 

These muscular fitness tests 
started because of the alarming 
amount of “lower back pain” 


which afflicts so many American 
adults. 


BACKACHES 

It has long been known that 
muscular deficiency can produce 
backache. The doctors, in an ef- 
fort to determine the age at 


which muscular deficiency first | 


becomes apparent, tested school 
children. 


They found that first graders 


are already seriously deficient 
muscularly. 

Could this muscular weakness 
be caused by long hours in play 
pens, in strollers, or from inade- 
quate play space? 

Can a share of the blame be 
due to the absence of sidewalks 
in many suburban areas, mak- 
ing it impossible for children to 
roller skate, ride a tricycle or 
roll a hoop? 

Admittedly, the answers are 
not yet known. But there is a 
strong indication that lack of 


physical exercise is resulting in | 


muscular deficiency.

What’s more, several dealers here said they had the best 
cleanup of old models in years, a situation that was pretty 
general around Atlanta.

One Chevrolet dealer, said, “I really feel our business will 
be better—maybe as much as 10 per cent on the ’55 models.” 
Said a Ford dealer, “‘We’re going to sell a lot of ’55s.”’ And 
Dodge-Plymouth dealer declared, “It looks like we'll sell twice 
as many ’55 models as we did "54s.”’ 4 
One dealer, although confident that his sales will pick up 
next year, added, ‘I’m afraid the drought may cut into busi- 
ness at least a little bit.’’ 7 
All said they had plenty of new cars, and that early sales 
looked good in the Atlanta area. But that doesn’t mean there 
are no problems. 

As one local dealer remarked: “Our big problem is the 
tremendous number of motor, transmission, upholstery and color 
options, The terrific variety in just one make of automobile 
doesn’t make it easy to-have just the right model at the right 
time and place.”’ 

However, he said, that problem will disappear after produc- 
tion builds up some more. 


The dealers agreed, though, that the 1955 model year will be 
a good one in Atlanta. 


Bootleg Auto Market : 


Although 1955 model cars are expected to be in short supply 
for several months, new models keep showing up on the so- 
called bootleg market. But Automotive News, the industry trade 
paper, said this week the situation is not as black as has been 
painted by some sources. It says those new cars which have 
shown up on used car lots were probably obtained just for 
prestige value and don’t really represent bootleg deals. 


Registration Rise Expected 


Despite a 17 per cent drop in October from September, new 
car registrations in the Atlanta area are expected to show sub- 
stanjial gains when November and December figures are re- 
ported. The total registered in October dropped to 2,006 from 
2,431 in September.

“Randy doesn’t get. along 
well in school,”’ she stated,

Hig 
teacher wrote me that he is 
naughty and teases the other 
children. 

“He failed last year and is 
taking the course over again, 
so he should really be able to 
make fine grades this year. 
But his school marks are 
scarcely better than they were 
last year. He will be lucky if 
he passes into the third grade.

had his eyes and ears: checked. 
But there is nothing wrong with 
them. Is he just naturally 
stupid, or what is wrong?’’ 


DIAGNOSIS 


Randy’s mother was wise to 
have the boy’s eyes and ears 
tested. 

Even poor health, low vital- 
ity, infected teeth and ade- 
noids, undernourishment—any- 
thing which reduces the health 
and therefore the curiosity of 
children—will tend to lower 
their mental alertness. 

Even if Randy were normal 
in all physical respects, 
might be emotionally upset s 
that he could not do good work. 
There is, of course, the possi- 
bility that he might be of lower 
than average mentality—possi- 
bly even feebleminded. 


TESTS FOR CHILDREN 


One of the greatest land- 
marks in psychology was the 
publication in 1905 of the Binet- 
Simon mental tests. Later this 
set of tests was standardized 
in this country. They now are 
called the Stanford Binet Tests. 

With these tests we can take 
a youngster and measure very 
accurately his mentality. 

Whenever we find a young- 
ster who is not getting along 
well in his studies, we examine 
his eyes, ears, health, emo- 
tional and home environments, 
and then give him the mental 
test. 

we can predict fairly ac- 
curately how much intelligence 
he possesses and how far he can 
progress in school. 

RANDY’S “I. Q.” 

When I tested Randy, I found 
that he had an I. Q. of 112, 
which means that he is above 
average mentally, since normal 
is 100. " 

Within an hour, therefore, I 
knew that Randy’s poor marks 
were not due to defective intel- 
ligence. His case turned out to 
be an only child’s “‘grandstand- 
ing’ for attention.

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Serum To Be Used 


In Rabies Treatment 


The antirabies serum is the 
first new agent to be offered 
in more than 25 years for the 
prevention and treatment of 
rabies. It will be employed as 
an adjunct to the old Pasteur 
treatment. 

This serum was used experi- 
mentally for many years and 
when it proved safe, was of- 
fered for general usage. The 
product is refined and concen- 
trated from the serum of horses 
that were inoculated against 
the disease. 

More than 200 persons, many 
of whom were bitten by dogs 
known to have rabies, have re- 
ceived the injections. There 
were no deaths from rabies in 
this group. 

The success of the Pasteur 
vaccine is due to its ability to 
stimulate the system to pro- 
duce protective antibodies 
against rabies. Several injec- 
tions are given daily and weeks 
may elapse before complete 
protection develops. 

In contrast, the new serum— 
swarming with antibodies—af- 
fords immediate protection. The 
serum fills the gap between ex- 
posure and the time the Pasteur 
vaccine starts to work. 

Rabies in man is preventable 

by attacking the problem at its 
source. The infection remains 
alive in foxes, bats, squirrels, 
and other animals that live in 
the forest and countryside. 
They transmit it to stray dogs 
which in turn give it to our 
pets. 
The logical solution is to 
inoculate all animals that live 
close to man and to eliminate 
stray dogs and cats. This is 
being done in many areas with 
satisfying results.

fear of rabies. A dog bite is a 
terrifying experience and for 
this reason alone, an attempt 
should be made to isolate the 
animal for observation. Anxiety 
is enhanced when the animal 
cannot be found. 
* There is some _ consolation, 
however, in knowing that not 
all dogs that bite are rabid 
and even if they are, only 5 to 
16 per cent of humans bitten 
acquire the disease. 

Much depends upon the type 
and location of the lesion. The 
eyes nose, and lips are the 
most dangerous sites and if 
there are multiple bites in these 
areas the chance of developing 
rabies may be as high as 60 
per cent. 

Antibiotics have no effect on 


<~ 


the rabies virus, hence the best 
thing to do is to cleanse all 
dog bites with soap and water. 
Nitric acid is needed when the 
wounds are deep and cannot be 
cleansed thoroughly. These pro- 
cedures are recommended to 
wash away the causative or 
ganisms before they can invade 


deeper tissues. 

The Pasteur treatment is ad- 
vocated when there is the 
slightest possibility of exposure 
to rabies. This vaccine is potent 
and reactions are not unusual. 
As a result, the physician does 
not recommend the injections 


unless he feels they are essen- 
tial.
